Dr. Millard E. Gladfelter, 
provost of Temple University, 
will be the Convocation speak-, 
er and will be awarded theiion-, 
orary degree of Doctor of Let- 
ters, according to Pres. A. C.j 
Baugher. 

Edwin McArthur, nationally- 
known conductor of the St. Louis 
Municipal Opera and the Harris- 
burg ^Symphony Orchestra, will 
receive the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Music. Ramon Soma- 
via, rancher from Hollister, Calif., 
will be granted the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Humane Letters. 

A graduate of Gettysburg Col- 
lege in 1025, Dr. Gladfelter, a na- 
tive of York County, took gradu- 
ate work at the University of 
Wisconsin and the University of 
Pennsylvania, where he was 
granted his doctorate in 1945. 

He is a member of the State 
Council of Education, the board 
of education of the United Luth- 
eran Church of America, the exe- 
cutive board of the Boy Scouts 
of America, and honorary vice- 
president of the Pennsylvania 
German Folklore Society. He 
took his present post in 1946 after 
teaching in York County Schools 
and serving as registrar at Temple 
University. 

Varied Career 

Mr. McArthuPs career as a 
conductor has been described as 
“one of the most varied of any 
American conductor before the 
public today.” He has conduct- 
ed- Wagnerian opera in New York 
at the Metropolitan and during 
the 1947 season with the Charles 
L. Wagner Opera Company he 
conducted 75 consecutive per- 
formances of Puccini’s “Madam 
Butterfly.” 

In the symphonic field he has 
conducted the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra, the New York Philhar- 
monic-Symphony, the Chicago 
Sjmphony, the Pittsbrugh Sym- 
phony, and the Los Angeles Phil- 
harmonic. 

He will shortly begin his eighth 
season as musical director and 
conductor of the Harrisbm-g 
Symphony. 

He has published several con- 
cert works, including the musical 
score of the operetta, “Rip Van 
Winkle,” and is noted for his 
work as an accompanist for 
some of the world’s leading vo- 
calists. 

Ramon Somavia’s activities run 
the gamut from dairy rancher, 
to conservationist, to inventor, to 
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gin feettling down for the barrage 
of tests, recreational activities, 
and routine problems of life 
away from home that lay before 
them. '

Student Senate 
Action Forbids 
Cars for Frosh 


As a result of action taken by 
the. Student Senate last year, 
freshmen will not be permitted 
to have cars on the campus or 
in the borough of Elizabethtown 
during the firs^ semester. 

The Senate’s action, which was 
approved by the College Admin- 
istrative Committee, also pro- 
hibits upperclassmen on aca- 
demic probation from having cars 
on campus or in the borough. 

Special concessions ■ will be 
made for students using cars to 
commute. 


Nearly 400 applicationg were 
received by the admissions^office. 
Of these, only those students 
who were in the top 40 per cent, 
of tfieir high school graduating 
class were accepted without en- 
trance examinations. 

Standards Higher 

“Standards for selection of ap- 
plicants werg higher this year 
than in previous years,” Mn Es- 
penshade said. 

Two winners of Nafional Merit 
Scholarship Certificates are 
among the newcomers. They are 
Joan Lank, Gettysburg, and Ed- 
win R. Chapman, Lynn, Mass. 

Mr. Espenshade announced that 
the freshman class can be broken 
down into 107 men and 101 worh- 
en. The vast majority of them 
come from Pennsylvania. Others 
are expected from New Jersey, 
Maryland and New York. 

Within the state, the highest 
number of applications were re- 
ceived from students in Lancas- 
ter County. Other counties from 
which significant numbers of ap- 
plications were received were: 
Dauphin, York, Lebanon, Chester, 
Cumberland, Montgomery and 
Delaware. 

Business Administration ma- 
pors are expected to rank highest 
numerically. Liberal Arts, Ele- 
mentary Education and Engineer- 
ing students should follow in that 
order. 


Freshman caps will be avail- 
able in the college bookstore to- 
day. The price is one dollar. 
The caps may be. purchased after 
the morning tests until 12 o’clock 
and again after the afternoon 
tests until 4:30 p. m. 


No textbooks will sold until 
after registration Wednesday. 
Freshmen, as they complete reg- 
istration may call at the college 
bookstore and make their pur- 
chase of books, which may be 
charged.

Final Enrollment 
Settles at 596 
Regular Students 


Dr. Bessie D. Apgar will meet 
with the current histological tech- 
nique class this afternoon at her 
home. She plans “to keep track 
of the class” by having the group 
come to the house several times 
during the semester. 

Mrs. Apgar was hospitalized 
with a shattered pelvis and brok- 
en leg and arm bones following 
an automobile accident last 
March. Although not yet able 
to walk, Mrs. Apgar is improving 
and manages to get around in 
her home rather well in a wheel- 
chair. 

“I appreciate very deeply the 
interest the college family has 
shown in my case over the long 
drawn out period that I was in- 
capacitated,” she stated. She has 
received almost 200 cards from 
students, faculty and other 
friends. 

During the summer Mi-s. Apgar 
was home temporarily for over 
a month with a cast on her arm. 
She was permanently released 
from the hospital September 11. 

With a special wooden walking 
aid, Mrs. Apgar is re-learning to 
walk and exercise the injured 
hip. She frankly confesses, that 
“it hurts” whenever she attempts 
to reactivate the long unused 
muscles and joints. She ex- 
pressed appreciation for the role 
physical therapy has played in 
her recovery. 

Husband Hospitalized 

Dr. Charles Apgar was admit- 
ted to the hospital three days af- 
ter Mrs. Apgar’s return home and 
underwent an operation for the 
passage of kidney stones. He 
was released a week later and 
returned to his teaching duties 
immediately. 

Ironically, Dr. Apgar’s mother 
was in the hospital at the same 
time. The Apgar family is now 
reunited at home. 


The facilities of our college 
have never been so strained as 
they are this year. At last report 
596 students were enrolled, ac- 
cording to Miss Emma Engle, 
registrar. However, the new 
classrooms, increased teaching 
staff and various other altera- 
tions have eased the situation 
considerably. Last minute can- 
cellations dropped the student 
body below the expected enroll- 
ment of 600. 

The breakdown of students ac- 
cording to class division is as fol- 
lows: 100 seniors, 135 juniors, 148 
sophomores and 213 freshmen. 

Of the 596 students enrolled, 
150 are majoring in Business Ad- 
ministration, 103 are seeking an 
AB in Liberal Arts, 84 are en- 
rolled for a BS in Elementary 
Education, 82 are seeking a BS 
in Science and 44 are trying for 
a BS in Secondary Education. 


“Cry, the Beloved Country,” a 
moving drama of life in South 
Africa, will be presented by 
members of the Bishop’s Com- 
pany, October 12, in the first of 
the 1957-58 Community Program 
series in the Elizabethtown Col- 
lege auditorium at 8 p. m. 

The series is presented, jointly 
by Elizabethtown College and the 
Patton School for Boys.

The basic plot of “Cry the Be- 
loved Country” centers on a hum- 
ble South African Zulu parson, 
who finds his son imprisoned, 
charged with murdering a white 
man who had devoted his life to 
justice for the black race. 

Members of the Bishop’s Com- 
pany are actors professionally ex- 
perienced in TV, radio, films, 
stage dramas and musicals. The 
company was founded in 1952 by 
Producer Phyllis Beardsley and 
named after Methodist Bishop 
Gerald H. Kennedy, an early sup- 
porter of the company. 

The company has traveled the 
length and breadth of the United 
States, appearing on college cam- 
puses and before church groups 
of varying denominations. Their 
reception everywhere has been 
described as “enthusiastic.”

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The frigid- tension that currently exists be- 
tween the Western world and the Soviet bloc 
reached an icy low when the Tweltlh General 
Assembly of the United Nations convened in 
' the closing days of summer. 

The chief spokesmen for the West and 
East — Secretary of State John Foster Dulles' 
of the United States and Foreign Minister An- 
drei A. Gromvko of the Soviet Union — wasted 
no time in charging that the foreign policies 
of the other side are responsible for the pres- 
ent global fear and suspicion. 

“The international situation on the whole 
remains altogether abnormal and alarming,” 
Gromyko accurately reported in his major 
speech to the Assembly. “The world is still 
split into two hostile militarv groupings, the 
atmosphere between them being marked by 
deep mutual distrust.” 

Dulles, in his address to the General As- 
sembly, stated that the purpose of the United 
Nations is to “serve the cause of peace, hope 
and happiness.” Fie emphasized, however: 
“If there is any one thing that history demon- 
strates, it is that it is impossible to preserve 
peace indelinitely unless that peace is based 
upon justice and upon law.” 

This interpretation of peace the Soviets 
refuse to accept. They accuse the United 
States of brewing trouble in the Middle East; 
they condemn as principal impediments to 
M'orld peace the collective defense pacts, 
Yi'hich 5o mitions of the fiee world have 
joined for collective security against the en- 
croachment of Communist slavery; and then 
they speak of the foreign .policy of the Soviet 
Union as “peaceful.” 

'Fhey cite as examples of “peaceful coex- 
istence,” the relations betweiiji the Soviet Union 
and countries such as India, Indonesia, Afghan- 
istan, Egypt, Syria, Finland, Switzerland and 
Austria. They avoid, however, mention of the 
backstage manenvering by the Soviet Union 
in the Korean conflict. And in reference ti^ 
the uprising against Communism by the peo- 
ple of Mungary, Gromyko said, “Flungary has 
bad her say. 1'he Hungarian people will con- 
tinue along the path of building socialism, 
Yvheiher some persons- like it or not.” 

We, the free people of the world, do not 
like it. We shall cojitinue to view with sus- 
picion the vague and confusing overtures ut- 
tered by spokesmen of a system which has' as its 
ultimate aim the eventual coneiuest of all free 
people.

The Negro minister is not only worried about 
his own son and sister, but also of what signifi- 
cance this tragedy is to the entire colored race 
in Africa.

The story is vibrant, alive and paralleled to 
the problems facing America in her times of racial 
integration. It behooves eveiw college student to 
see this play and learn from the lesson of these 
who suffered most.

ness of the Ivy league schools. Living off the fame and traditions of 
a past era, these vine-covered halls of learning have shunned the 
possibilities of a good education at any other college. The Harvard, 
Yale or Princeton diploma has been glorified erroneously as the ulti- 
mate in education. 

The author does stick his neck out a bit far, however, in pre- 
dicting an end for. the Eastern schools. Schools like Yale who can 
only take one-fourth of their applicants and Dartmouth which 
chooses its freshman class of 725 from 6,000 applicants will continue 
to get the best potential college material. Schools in the Big Ten 
are required to take the mediocre student as well as the intelligent 
one because they are tax-supported. 

For Professor Engle lo assert lhat "education for the few, dedi- 
cated to pure and remote knowledge is fine, touching and doomed" 
certainly predicts an end for liberal education as a whole. _And yet, 
it was Alfred F. Sloan, of General Motors, who said, "Give us edu- 
cated men. _We can train them ourselves. _But we can't educate 
them." 

The Big Ten are important in providing education for the com- 
mon masses. However, just because they have become so “broad- 
minded” and enormous in fulfilling their purposes, one cannot call 
Columbia “a Sorbonne-on-the-subway, Harvard a brave settlement 
down-wind from the codfish-drying racks and Cornell a salt-lick in 
the wilderness wdiere jaded animals come to renew their minerals.” 

If the professor is correct in his prediction tlie college Beau 
Brummels might as well say goodbye to button down shirts, crew 
necks, tweeds and chinos. 'Who knows, the best dressed collegian 
for 1960 may be N^earing ’olue jeans, flannel shirts and straw hats. 
Business concerns could call it the “Corn Belt” look. ^

The following men, all of Eliz- 
abethtown, were the incorpora- 
tors: Samuel H. Hertzler, Joseph 
H. Rider, Joseph Eshelman, Ben- 
jamin G. Groff and Simon P. 
Engle. Mr. Groff donated the 
first ten acres for the campus 
and Mr. Rider provided most of 
the funds for Rider Memorial 
Hall, the second building. 

It is an astounding fact that 
almost without exception those 
w'ho founded Elizabethtown Col- 
lege themselves never had the 
opportunity to attend a college. 
It must be assumed that they 
w'ere motivated by the spirit of 
“service above self.” These men 
are to be admired for giving so 
generously of their time, energy, 
and finances to provide for others 
what they themselves could nev- 
ee enjoy. Our hats are off to 
them!

Dr. Elam Davies, native of 
Glamorganshire, Wales, and 
distinguished graduate of Dum- 
barton School, will be the Re- 
ligious Emphasis Week speaker 
here from November 13th 
through to the 15th, according 
to Prof. Robert Byerly, director 
of Religious Activities. 

In addition to his work at 
Dumbarton School, Dr. Davies 
graduated with honors from the 
University of Cambridge, Eng- 
land. He then received a Lewis- 
Gibson Scholarship and contin- 
ued his studies at the famed 
Westminster Theological Sem- 
inary. Dr. Davies also graduated 
from the Theological College of 
Bala, Wales. Before coming to 
the United States he held two 
pastorates in Great Britain. 
Nationally Known 

In his current Presbyterian 
pulpit at Bethlehem, Pennsyl- 
vania, Dr. Davies has attracted 
national interest. He has fre- 
quently spoken at church con- 
ferences, mini-sterial gatherings 
and has had experience in col- 
lege religious activities. 

Dr. Davies was chosen as one 
of the key-note speakers at the 
Pre-Assembly Conference on 
Evangelism held in Omaha, Ne- 
braska during 1957. In addition, 
he has been engaged as a lec- 
turer on Philosophical Theol- 
ogy and Christian Ethics at 
Temple University. He has 
gained a reputation as a “Dy- 
namic minister” for the Chris- 
tian Church. 

Four Talks 

Dr. Davies will be heard first 
on Wednesday evening when he 
will speak on the subject “Why 
Are We Christians?” The Thurs- 
day morning topic will be “Life 
To The Full”; Thursday evening, 
“Windows Toward Haven.” His 
final message to be delivered at 
the chapel service Friday morn- 
ing is entitled “To The Ends Of 
The Earth:”

Teachers— Guides to Destiny 


In an article written especially for the New 
York Life insurance Company by Dr. William 
F. Russell, president of Teachers College, Co- 
liimhia University, the role of a teacher and 
the rewards of a teaching career are set forth. 

“Society needs some kind of social cement 
to hold it together,” explains Dr. Russell. 
“Some nations pound their people into line 
M'ith soldiers and police. In this country, in- 
stead of using force and' fear to make our 
adults hehave, we use our teachers to guide 
our children to be decent, trustworthy people, 
capable of working with others and also of 
taking the individual responsibility that is the 
very foundation of our/ democratic way of 
lifeS’ 

Certain qualifications are essential for the 
person wlio wishes to be happy and successful 
as a teacher. These Dr. Russell' lists as fol- 
lows: 

1. A good teacher does not stand still. He 
has a natural curiosity and scholarship that 
make liim keep pace with all aspects of our 
changing world, as well as those of his own 
specialty. 

2. He is interested in other people, par- 
ticularly in young people. Associtition with 
the wonderful zest of the young will keep him 
young all his life. 

'L .'V good leacher must l^e adaptable and- 
al'’le to work with others. He must liave tact 
and iimigimttion and a strong sense of ftiir 
play, in order to he useful to pupils from all 
levels of society. 

•1. Teaching requires strong health and 
nerves. It is’ a complicated, demanding proc- 
ess that takes gretit skill, concentration ;ind 
sdt-discipline. 

.5.- In addition to dealing with reading, 
writing and arithmetic, a leacher sets stan- 
dards and forms tastes for his students. He 
needs to be a moral, decent, thorouglil}' trust- 
worthy person, himself, jf he is to he trusted 
A\'ith the guidance of the young. 

(i. Every good teacher has a sense of 
‘cause’ and of service. VVithoiif a belief in the 
brotherhood of hian -and the fatherhood of 
Cjod a teacher will miss llie truest satisfaction 
of teaching.

..TO THINK ABOUT 

Are you a good listener? The 
average person is only a “half 
listener.” Even when he tries, he 
retains only about 50 per cent, 
of what he hears right after he 
hears it. 

But there are advantages in 
being a good listener say Dr. 
Ralph G. Nichols and Leonard A. 
Stevens of the University of Min- 
nesota in an October Reader’s 
Digest article, “Are You Listen- 
ing?” It is material from their 
book of the same .title being pub- 
lished by McGraw-Hill. 

“Concentration is more than 
half the battle.” they say. “A 
good listener fights distraction. 
He will close a door . . . move 
closer to the person talking . . . 
interrupt only when it is neces- 
sary to clear up a point. 

“One of the reasons for paying 
close attention ... is simply 
that it is courteous to do so. 
But there is a selfisli reason too 
. . . The way you listen has a 
great deal of control over the 
way people talk to you. Intelli- 
gent listening on your part helps 
the speaker . . . give you in- 
formation that you may need. 
How you listen has a direct bear- 
ing on what you learn.” 

Becoming a good listener, the 
authors say, also makes you a 
better, more interesting speaker 
yourself. 

“Just as you will get more fun 
and reward from listening.” they 
conclude, “so other people will 
get more out of what you have to 
say.” 


Want an afternoon of enter- 
tainment? Need material for a 
term paper? Like a different 
slant on that next report? Try 
James Truslaw Adams’ Album of 
American History, published by 
Scribners, and newly received by 
the library. 

This four-volume set, consist- 
ing mainly of prints and pictures, 
tells the story of the United 
States in a new and different 
way. It illustrates the fashions, 
trends, events and movements of 
American history with authentic 
detail. 

In the index are subjective and 
specific references. For instance, 
there are over 500 entries for the 
history of costume alone. 

The books are divided into four 
sections: colonial period, 1492- 
1783; 1783-1853; 1853-1893, and 
the end of an era, 1893-1917. The 
volumes have over 5,000 pictures 
made at the time of the events, 
and a linking text to explain and 
amplify. 

As entertainment for an idle 
hour, the Album of American 
History furnishes ample mate- 
rial. As a basis of a term paper 
or report, the picture.s provide a 
wealth of detail and an opportun- 
ity of approaching a subject in a 
perhaps better and at least a 
novel way. 

In all the Album of American 
History, classified in the 970-sec- 
tion of the library, presents a 
worthwhile addition to the col- 
lege facilities.

Dr. Baugher Kamed 
To Joint Commission 

President A. C. Baugher, of 
Elizabethtown College, has been 
appointed to represent the As- 
sociation of American Colleges 
on a joint commission of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science and'the 
American Association of Colleges 
for Tegcher Education. 

The commission will deal pri- 
marily with matters relating to 
improving the education of sci- 
ence and mathematics teachers 
in the United States. 

“The need for improvement 
in the qualifications of teachers 
of science and mathematics, and 
the need for a substantially 
larger number of well-qualified 
teachers in these fields have 
been recognized editorially by 
our newspapers and in discussion 
among scientists and educa- 
tors,” Dr. Baugher related. 

The commission to which Dr. 
Baugher has been appointed 
consists of four representatives 
from the Association for the 
Advancement of Science and 
four from the Association of Col- 
leges for Teacher Education. 

Liaison representatives have 
been appointed by the National 
Science Foundation, the United 
States Office of Education, the 
Association of American Col- 
leges. the National Science 
Teachers Association, the Ameri- 
can Council of Learned Soci- 
eties, and the National Council 
of Teachers of Mathematics. 

A number of proposed studies 
have been i-eviewed by the com- 
mission, although none have 
been finally approved. The group 
will meet in Washington, D.C., 
early in February, according to 
Dr. Baugher.

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The completion of two class- 
rooms on the first floor of the 
Gibble Science building' wing is 
about all that can be anticipat- 
ed for early second semester 
usage, according to College 
Treasurer Earl Kurtz. 

The other rooms -will be fin- 
ished as the semester advances. 
No .definite occupancy date has 
yet been given by the building 
architect. Progress on the new 
wing has been hampered by lack 
of materials and weather condi- 
tions. The building’s completion 
date was established for January 
18, but this will not be met, Mr. 
Kurtz said. 

When completed, the first floor 
of the colonial-type structure 
will include a huge lecture room 
for 200 students, one classroom 
seating 70, another classroom for 
40> and also a visual-education 
room and several offices. 

The second floor will house the 
biology department plus a de- 
partmental library. 

Floor space for the chemistry, 
biology and physics departments 
will be double that which is 
presently available when the sci- 
ence building addition is ready 
for use. 


In answer to the question, 
“Why have finals?” Dean Mc- 
Auley replied that the most effi- 
cient way to designate a stu- 
dent's mastery of certain' aca- 
demic subjects and his ability is 
through a rigid testing program. 

“Both the teacher and the stu- 
dent need motivation and the 
-teacher teaches better, and the 
student studies harder when a 
day of reckoning is sure to ar- 
fived,” he emphasized. 

Standards of achieve ment, 
which a college must maintain, 
may most immediately be meas- 
ured by a well-rounded and con- 
stant testing program. 

“If there were no standards, a 
college degree would be only a 
hunk of paper, instead of the 
honored thing it is today,” ex- 
plained the Dean. 

His suggestions are: 

1. If you are confused by a 
question, try rewording it. This 
may open up new avenues of 
thought. 

2. Start writing immediately. 
Many students look at a question, 
ponder over it, and just because 
they are not sure of a full proper 
answer, are blocked. In the case 


Do your cramming in the day- 
time.

5. Know definitions and dates. 
A lot of knowledge can be hung 
on these hooks. 

6. Try to predict representa- 
tive questions; although most 
times these questions will not be 
asked, you have still prepared a 
plan of attack. 

7. Do not neglect the profes- 
sor’s notes and outlines. They 
tejl you what he thinks is impor- 
tant. 

8. Resign yom’self to the situ- 
ation once- the test has begun. 
Worry over one question may 
make you miss the next. Once 
the test has begun, performance 
is the only thing that coimts. 
Perform as besi; you can — that’s 
all anybody can ask. 


Final Exams Scheduled 

Final examinations for the first 
semester of the 1957-58 school 
year will be administered Janu- 
ary 16 through January 22, ac- 
cording to JHiss Erma R. Engle, 
registrar. 

The times for exams are 7:45- 
9:45 a. m., 10:15 a. m. -12:15 p. 
m., and 1:30-3:30 p. m. A stu- 
dent may have as many as three 
tests per day if so scheduled. 
As far as possible, there will be 
only one exam period for those 
classes having multiple sections. 

Miss Engle stated that each stu- 
dent should receive a copy of the 
exam schedule, and if there are 
any conflicts the student should 
contact her. She also said that 
after a student has completed all 
of his exams he is no longer re- 
quired to remain on campus, but 
may return home.

Campus Critic Condemns TV Programs 
And Viewing Habits nf American Public 


In a direct approach to the 
acute problem of scientific train- 
ing in Pennsylvania’s schools, 
colleges and universities to off- 
set the facts and fears generated 
by Russia’s apparent supremacy 
in the- skies, Lt. Governor Roy E. 
Furman last month projected a 
program for the Commonwealth 
to assert leadei'ship in the multi- 
ple fields of science and educa- 
tion. 

Furman’s proposed plan for a 
stepped-up educational program 
would include emphasis of our 
high schools for more complete 
and advanced training in mathe- 
matics and the sciences. Ele- 
mentary school programs would 
be adjusted to lay a better foun- 
dation for this greater training. 

Utilization of all of Pennsyl- 
vania’s 60-odd Liberal Arts Col- 
leges and Universities, and State 
supported schools, would be nec- 
essary for the new program to 
succeed. 

According to the plan, colleges 
and univirsities would adopt a 
spee'd-up policy so that a compe- 
tent student could capitalize upon 
his abilities and complete his 
studies in the shortest possible 
time. Ability would determine 
the time required to complete 
an education. 

Loans might be made on a 
contingent, pay-back basis to 
qualifying students interested in 
careers in science and other 
fields, but who are financially 
unable to obtain a college edu- 
cation. The program -would call 
upon the federal government to 
exempt from federal income tax, 
tuition and other costs of higher 
educations students supported by 
their parents.

Three days before college 
opened last September a young 
man arrived in the United States 
from a tour of duty with the 
Brethren Volunteer Service in 
Europe. He enrolled at Eliza- 
bethtown College as a freshman 
in the Liberal Arts curriculum, 
just as many other students did. 
But Ken Kreider lived a much 
different life than most in the 
three years immediately preced- 
ing college. 

In November of 1954 Ken went 
into the BVS program because he 
thought he could do constructive 
work in the church. He was first 
assigned as a human guinea pig 
or normal control patient to the 
University of Michigan, where 
he went through various experi- 
ments. These included living in 
a metabolic research laboratory 
where he ate the same amount 
of the same kind of food for over 
six months; being in the “jungle 
room” dressed in a rubber suit 
where the temperature was 105° 
and the humidity 75° for 15 con- 
secutive days; and being radio- 
active for thi’ee weeks. 

After these experiments, Ken 
was assigned to Kassel, Germany. 
There he was visitation repre- 
sentative for Heifer Project. His 
work consisted of visiting refugee 
farmers who had fled from their 
homes in eastern Europe to 'West 
Germany, and who had received 
heifers as gifts from United States 
farmers to help them get started 
in their new envirorrment. 

When the Hungarian Revolu- 
tion started- and thousands of 


needs of the camps. He also 
drove Hungarian-speaking pas- 
tors to the various camps to hold 
services, and set up a program 
of films for the refugees. 

Worked With Don Murray 

In April- 1957, his BVS work 
was completed. He was then 
asked to go to Italy to work in 
cooperation with Don Murray in 
getting official government rec- 
ognition and backing for a per- 
manent refugee resettlement pro- 
gram. Ken went and helped 
start the program on the island 
of Sardinia. 

The last two months of the 
summer Ken spent as a farmer 
on Sardinia. He lived and worked 
with three refugees — a Czecho- 
slovakian, a Spaniard, and a Rus- 
sian. 

Now in college and living an 
average life again, Ken hopes to 
return to Europe when he com- 
pletes his education and help in 
the field of social work.

What did the revolution 
prove? The Oklahomans offered 
this : 

Communism is not good for 
the w'orkers or people, only the 
party leaders. 

Morale of the Russian army is 
not high. Their loyalty is based 
on ignorance. Many , stopped 
fighting when they realized who 
they were fighting. They were 
looking instead for the Suez 
Canal. 

The battle brought to light 
the apathy of the weste.rn coun- 
tries. 

Disagreements between Rus- 
sia and satellite countries were 
revealed. If Russian armed 
forces weren’t in a country, the 
Communist government couldn’t 
exist. »

Dr. Roy McAuley, dean of the'

According to an article in tlie 
January issue of Readers Digest 
a professor in a small New Eng- 
land college, beloved by students 
and alumni, adopted this wise' 
plan early in his teaching; When- 
ever he discovers a student who 
is discouraged about his work, he 
makes a point of giving that boy 
a better mark than he really de- 
serves and of seeing that the 
others in the class know about 
the mark. ‘'Almost invariably,” 
says the professor, “the boy perks 
up and earns that kind of mark 
the next time aroimd. It’s a sly 
secret — maybe not exactly ac- 
cording to floyle — but it works 
magic!” 

» * * 

Elizabethtowm professors ex- 
pressed the following views on 
this f)lan; 

Dr. O. F. Slambaugh (Chemis- 
try) — "No I would not give him a 
better mark than he deservies, 
and at the same time I wouldn’t 
jump on him. I don’t think that 
a student should get a mark that 
he didn’t eai'n. The important 
j thing is to find out w'hy he dion’t 
I earn a better mark.” 

Prof. Elmer B. Hoover (Educa- 
lion) — “No, I do not agree. It 
may work magic with some — and ’ 
produce bums out of others. I 
have known both types of stu- 
dents, helping some doesn’t seem 
to change them at all. If I did 
give a better mark than the stu- 
dent earned I certainly wouldn’t 
w-ant the students to know about 
it. By-in-large I’ll say that I do 
not agree ■wdth the plan.” 

Prof. Armon Snowden (Bible 
and Philosophy) — "A little en- 
couragement goes a long way. I 
think that it is fail' in that it 
gives the student a psychological 
edge — it’s a good psychological 
gimmick. If I practiced it I 
wouldn’t want my students to 
knowf about it.” 

Prof. Edith Fellenbaum (Edit- 
calion) — 'If he weie tiyirrg I 
would feel that it would be a 
good thing to give him a better 
mark, it is a very good psycho- 
logical movement. However, the 
student MUST be trying — and it 
isn’t very hard to tell when a 
student is trying and when he 
isn’t.” 

Dr. R. W. Schlosser (English) — 

'‘I really question this matter of 
giving a student a better grade 
than he deserves. If a professor 
practices this a student w'ill ques- 
tion his ethics and may lose con- 
fidence in his sincerity. I rather 
think the professor should have 
a consultation w'ith a discouraged 
student to discuss his problem 
and correct his studying habits.’’ 

Dr. Roy A. McAuley (Dean of 
the Col'ege) — "1 w'ould favor it 
only after seeing the results of 
a scientifically controlled statis- 
tical study leaving out the emo- 
tions of the , ‘good old professor.' 
Another point to consider is 
whether or not we have a right 
to encourage the student who 
does not have the ability for a 
college education.’’

Several years ago the following taxpayers’ 
parody of Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address appeared 
in TIME magazine. Now that a new income tax 
filing sea.son is again here it becomes all the more 
ironical: 

"Two score and- five years ago, our fathers 
brought forth upon this natjon a new tax, con- 
ceived in desperation and di.'dicated to the propo- 
sition that all men are fair game. Now we are 
en.gnged in a great mass of calculations, testing 
whether this taxpayer, or any taxpayer so con- 
fused end so impoverished, can long endure. 

"Wo are met on Form 1040. We have come 
to dedicate a large jDortian of our income to a 
final resting placsi with tho.se men who hei-e spend 
their lives that they may spend our money. It 
is altogether anguish and torture that we should 
do this. But, in a larger sense, we cannot evade. 
We cannot cheat, we cannot underestimate this 
tax. The collector.s, clever and sly, who compute 
here, have gone far beyond our po*or power to add 
and subtract. 

"Our creditors will little note nor long re- 
member what we pay here, but the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue can never forget what we re- 
port here. 

"If is not for us, the taxpa.yers, to question 
the tax which the Government has thus far igno- 
bly spent. It is rather for us to be here dedi- 
cated to tb.e great task remainin'g before us — that 
from these vanishing dolltirs we t:ike increased 
devotion to the few remaining — that we here 
highlv rc'olvc that next year will not find us in 
the higher income biacket, that this taxpayer, 
uiKdemiid, shall figure out more deductions, and 
that Ib.L tax of the people, bv th-.'

It is assumed that any stu- 
dent absent from any class for 
more than two weeks is in 
need of special academic, 
health, and/or problem coun- 
seling. Absences are counted 
regardless of the cause. In 
instances where students ex» 
ceed the allowable number of 
cuts and can still successfully 
complete academic work, ex- 
cuses for all absences, not just 
those exceeding the allowable 
number, musf be presented.

The Kewaunee Manufacturers 
of laboratory furniture are now 
installing laboratory desks and 
equipment. It is hoped that the 
Brinser Lecture Hall, seating 210 
students, will be available for 
use during the latter i>art of May. 

In addition to doubling the floor 
space for the science department, 
the west wing will provide three 
classrooms seating 210, 60 and 30 
students, respectively. A num- 
ber of offices for faculty mem- 
bers will also be provided.

Did you know that, according 
to statistics, recent clashes at 
Elizabethtown College are gen- 
erally more intelligent than pre- 
vious classes? 

According to Dr. N. Franklin 
Stump, of the Psychology De- 
partment, analysis of the results 
of the American Council Exam- 
ination administered, to all fresh- 
men entering the college between 
the years of 1954 and 1957 bears 
out such a trend. 

Statistically evaluated, the fol- 
lowing results were noted: 

1. On, the average, the Sopho- 
more Class has statistically 
significant higher scores 
than the class of 1954. 

2. The class of 1961 had an 
average above the class Of 
1960. By calculations, it 
was found tliat- in the class 
of 1961 the difference was a 
V e r y' significant improve- 
ment over the class of I960. 

3. The class of 1961 showed a 
very significant improve- 
ment over the class of 1958. 

4. The classes of 1959 and 1960 
are virtually equal in schol- 
astic aptitude. 

The purpose of this investiga- 
tion, was to gather evidence as 
to whether Elizabethtown is get- 
ting a better quality student in 
academic potentiality in selection 
of a student body. Dr. Stump 
started with the fpndamental 
principle that native potentiality 
is one of the most important fac- 
tors in determining probable suc- 
cess in college. 

Xhe tests are measures of ca- 
pacity to learn. They place less 
empliasis 6n the developed skills 
of school learning, attempting 
rather to indicate a student’s 
ability to learn new skills and his 
general intelligence. 

Dr. Stump found a rather small 
difference between classes from 
year to year and that statistical 
methods must be used to find if 
these differences are significant. 

Conclusions of the study: At 
Elizabethtown College, in spite 
of the increase in enrollment, we 
are attracting to the campus peo- 
ple of increasing capability to do 
college work. 


Business students at Elizabeth- 
town College heard James Gus- 
tin, acting president of Local 
1688, United Steelworkers- of 
America, outline the history of 
his union and its current activi- 
ties during a class in labor r.gla- 
tiohs I'ecently, 

It marked the first time that 
an official of the steelwrorkers’ 
union has been invited to speak 
at a college in eastern Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Gustin, who was introduced by’ 
Pi'of. Albert L. Gray, Jr., head of 
the college’s Business Depart-, 
ment, traced the efforts of steel- 
workers to organize since the 
Civil War. He touched on the 
bitter Homestead Steel Strike' of 
1892, the Employees Representa- 
tion Plan of the 1920’s, the AF of 
L’s unsuccessful organizing ef- 
forts of the early 30’s, and the 
ultimate success of the CIO in 
uniting the steelworkers. 

Referring to current activities, 
Gustin summarized the present 
three-year contract between the 
steelworkers and management 
with emphasis on the wage in- 
crease and cost-of-living provisos 
and supplemental unemployment 
benefits. 

He explamed the controversy 
over control of Local 1688 (Steel- 
ton) following the bitter McDon- 
ald-Rarick battle for control of 
the powerful U.S.A. union last 
year. As a result of the intra- 
union ©lection dispute, the Steel- 
ton local lost its autonomy. 

The autonomy will be restored 
with the election of new officers 
in June, according to Gustin.

Labeled as the Ameri- 
can Guide Series, they consist of 
one volume for each statfe, some- 
times by the Federal Writers an.d 
sometimes by state writers. The 
nearly-complete set is found in 
the reference room of the library. 

Did you know that the library 
keeps a file on town and college 
happenings recorded in the local 
papers? For several years these 
articles have been clipped when 
the papers are filled. Lately 
some records of local sports 
events have been missing from 
the Lancaster Intelligencer-Jour- 
nal. This means a gap in the file 
and possibly in some future docu- 
ment. 

A current best-seller recently 
placed on the library shelves is 
the suspenseful Anatomy of a 
Murder by Traver. This book is 
an exciting mystery, worthwhile 
reading for those spare moments. 

Mr. Samuel P. Dibble, retired 
engin.eer and superintendent of 
the Patton School for Boys, re- 
cently gave the library the copies 
of the last 20 years of the Heat- 
ing, Ventilating and Air-condi- 
tioning Guide. These are annual 
volumes published by the Ameri- 
can Society of Heating and Air- 
I conditioning Engineers. 


Looking for an “intellectual re- 
volt” on its campus, the DENI- 
SONIAN at Denison University, 
Grantville, Ohio, sugge.sts that 
required majors be eliminated. 

Reasons the editors gave for 
dropping the traditional idea of 
students majoring in something 
at college were: 

We now are limited to one spe- 
cialized field. Instead, students, 
by the definition of “liberal arts,” 
should be allowed to delve in all 
interests. 

More than SO per cent, of lib- 
eral arts college graduates do not 
practice their specialization af- 
ter graduation. Many go into 
large corporations which have 
their own training programs. 
Many of these companies, the 
editors say, are not essentially 
interested in the graduate's major 
field. "It is the . . ; ways of 
thought, understanding of a situ- 
ation and ability to cope with 
problems that seem to be impor- 
tant rather than specific knowl- 
edge of a particular subject," says 
the DENISONIAN. 

The student is mature enough 
to determine his own values and 
should be entrusted to choose 
courses wi.sely to fit individual 
needs and interests. 

The editors’ words were writ- 
ten after hearing a talk by as- 
sociate professor of history. Dr. 
Robert Seager. 

The DENISONIAN says: “Ac- 
cording to Dr. Seager, college is 
our ‘first and last chance to revolt 
intellectually.' He believes that 
the life of the' mind can be more 
fully rewarding than the life of 
what William Whyte calls the 
'organization man.' Students are 
not using this experience to 
search for ‘vital ideas'.”
